STBALING DEMOCRATIC THUNDER. 


In the two preceding issues of Tar 
CoNBTITUTION we proved by indisputa- 
ble evidence that the democratic and 
republican parties are respectively par- 
ties of the people and the moneyspow- 
er—tbhat the republican party is in 
favor of maintaining the class legisla- 
tion of the past, and that the demo- 
cratic party has forced through as fast 
as circumstances would permit legisla~ 
tion in the interest of the people at 
large. We propose to briefly show in 
this article that on the subject of the 
redemption of the bonds the nationals 
or greenbackers have adopted almost 
word for word the doctrine that has 
long been held by the democratic 
party. 

Let us begin by trying to find out 
what the nationals demand in this re- 
spect. This, as we have frequently 
stated cannot be ascertained from the 
crazy utterances of local candidates in 
search of floating votes. We must go 
to headquarters for the facts. Ouly 
two general conventions of the nation- 
als have been held—the one at Toledo 
on the 22d day ot February, and the 
other at Washington on the 7th inst. 
The Toledo convention declared that 
“there shall be no privileged class of 
creditors. Official salaries, pensions, 
bonds and all other debts and obligas 
tions, public and private, shall be dis- 
charged in .he legal tender money of 
the United Steses, strictly according to 
the stipulations of the laws under 
which they were contracted.” The 
Washington platform contains this 
plank : 

We declare that all bonds and obligations of 
the national goverument ought to be paid in 
legal tender notes of the United States, excep* 
where it is otherwise provided by the original 
law ander which they were issued; and all that 
can be called in aud paid now should be paid 
at once apd the remainder as suon as it can law: 
fully be done, 

The Louisiana democratic platform, 
which was adopted one day before the 
Washington platform, declares : 

It is the sense of this convention that all bonds 
and obligations of the national government 
should be paid in the legal-tender greenback 
notes of the United States, except where it is 
otherwise provided in the original law under 
which they were issued. We further demand 
the repeal of all laws passed subsequent to the 
original iaw creating the public debt by which 
the obligations of the country have been made 
more onerous. 

We give also the section relating to 
this subject in the Texas democratic 
platform, adopted on the 19:h ult.: 

We decilase that all bonds and obligations of 
the national government ought to be paid in 
legal-tender notes cf the United States, except 
where it is otherwise provided by the original 
law under which they were issued; and all that 
can be called in and paid now shculd be paid at 
once, and the remainder as soon as it can be 
lawfully done. 

Tne Arkansas democratic platform 
is equally explicit. Having mis- 
laid our copy of it, we next 
turn to that of the Missou- 
ridemocrats, It declares that “legal+ 
tender notes, ccmmonly called green- 
backs, should be made a legal-tender in 
payment of all debts, public and 
private, except such obligations as are 
in terms of the original contract ex- 
pressly made payable in coin.” The 
Ohio democrats declare their opposition 
to any further increase in the bonded 
debt. The Penney! vania democrats de- 
clare that the treasury notes should be 
issued in exchange for bonds. The 
Iowa democrats favor the equal recog- 
nition of gold, silver and United States 
notes in the discharge of public and 
private obligations, except when oth- 
erwise provided by contract. The In- 
diana democrats are in favor of making 
greenbacks a full legal tender ‘in pay- 
ment of all debts, publie and private, 
except such obligations only as are by 
the terms of the original contract under 
which they were issued, expreesly pay- 
able in coin.” 

We have literally quoted the differ- 
ent platforms mentioned. Are we not, 
in view of these facts, justifiedin as- 
serting that the nationals have at- 
tempted to steal democratic thunder? 
As a party they have simply put them- 
selves on the democratic line, There 
is this difference between them and 
the democrats, however—the one is 
and will remain powerless tor good, 
while the other will continue to win 
victories over the money power as fast 
as they can overcome the obstacles in 
their way.
